Sr. PIERRE, July 19.—The schooner Mary, 
thirty tons, owned by a poor fisherman at 
Piacentia Bay, which was chartered by Chale 
Roseblauche of West Newfoundland, to carry 
a cargo of dry codfish to St. Johns, arrived 
here loaded with 600 quintals and ten barrels 
of cod roes. On these latter are paid a 
bounty, for French catch and cure, of & per 
barrel, and they are used in France as bait 
for the sardine fishery. The foreign article is 
consequently strictly prohibited. The Cus- 
toms oflicers caught the crew ofthe Mary in 
the act of landing® three barreis of 
roe of the value of $9. The 
was seized and a French 
guard put on board. The crew were lodged 


| ashore, waiting a trial before the Superior 


Court on Wednesday next, when a verdict 
will probably be rendered of forfeiture of the 
cargo, whichis valued at $3,000 and the ves- 
sel, valued at $1,000, with a fine on the French 
purchaser.

Chinese ad- 
vices give particulars of the loss 
of the steamship Yantze on Saddle 
Island. one of the Hieshan group, 
June 13. The vessel, which belonged to 
Siemssen & Co., left Hong Hong June 11 for 
Shanghal with acargo of baled yarn, opium 
and $100, 000 in treasure, carrying 
also Capt. Tonnings and his engineers, 
twenty-eight souls all told. The vessel 
soon ran into a thick bank of fog which 
continued all day. About 6o0’biock breakers 
were seen ahead, but the vessel’s speed could 
not be checked and sheran full ashore, stay. 
ing in her bottom. Part of those on 
board succeeded In landing that 
night and the others swam to 
land the next morning. The castaways were 
well treated by the islanders and were taken 
off the next morning by the steamship Oanfa, 
all of the mails and aportion of the cargo 
were lost, but efforta are being made to save 
the remainder. The vessel is a total loss. 


A New Industry in the Bahamas. 


Harirax, Nova Scotia, July 19.—There is 
talk of forming acompany herefor the pur- 
pose of engaging inthe Sisal hemp industry 
inthe Bahama Islands, where 
sands of acres are now being put under culti- 
vation. Sir Ambrose Shea, Governor of the 
Bahamas, who is now inthis city, says that 
only a short time agothe plant was growing 
wild and the people were ignorant of its 
value. The present exports from the Baha- 
mas amount to about $600,000 annually, and 
indications from the way capitalists are going 
in the Industry are that within a decade they 
will amount to something like $15,000,000.

MEETING OF THE DEMOCRATIC STATE FX- 
ECUTIVE AND FINANCE COMMITTEES. 


The Race for the Democratic Congressional 
Nomination in the Eighth District— 
Judge Lubke a Conditional Candidate— 
Preparations for a Large Demonstratien 
at Springfield—Political Matters. 


The Executive and Finance Committees of 
the State Democratic City Commisttes met in 
Chairman ©. ©. Moffitt’s office in the Gay 
building this morning in response to the call 
issued by Mr. Moffitt a week ago. The three 
nominees on the State ticket were asked to 
participate, and Judge Gantt and L. E. Wolfe, 
the candidates for Supreme Judge, and 
Superintendent ot Public Instruction respec- 
tively, were on hand early. W. H. Hickman, 
the Farmers’ Alllance representative, who 
captured the nomination for Railroad Com- 
missioner, after such a spirited coatest, did 
not put in an appearance. His absence oc- 
casioned some remark, but most of the com- 
mitreemen were disposed to think that he did 
notgeceive the notice. Some disappointment 
was also expressed at the absence 
of several mem bers of the two 
committees. Though the meeting 
was called for 10:30 o’clock, there was nota 
quorum of either on hand at that hour. Later 
bowever, a quorum of the Executive Commit- 


tee was secured. The members of that com- 
mittee were Joseph A. Brown, St. Louis 
County; W. H. Phelpe, Carthage; T. J. De- 
laney, Springfleld and George T. Dunn of 
Lincoln. 

COUTLDN’T GET A QUORUM. 

The only members of the Finance Commit- 
tee to putin an appearance were T. F. Ryan 
of St. Joseph and B. F. Bailey. 

The object of the joint meeting ef the com- 
mittees, as has been stated, ie to discuss the 
work abead of the committee, to ascertain 
just when the most work is needed 
and the character of the work. Anothor 
important object the committee had 
in mindin caliing the joint meeting and re- 
questing the presence ofthe candidates was 
to determine how much campaign funds 
ought to be collected from the nominees. At 
the last meeting ofthe General Committee 
theimportant feature of the canvass was dis- 
cussed by allthe members. The question 
was then raised that the Australian ballot re- 
form system would not permit 
the assessment of candidates. The 
legal minds of Committeemen Carroll and 
Delaney werethen setto work on the new 
election law, and after a thorough examina- 
tion of the provisions of the act they re- 
ported that there was no ground for any 
alarm on that score, asthe law permitted the 
assessinent of candidates to bear the iegiti- 
mate expenses of the campaign. 

Chairman Maffitt and’ the committee gen- 
erally favor an early opening of the campalyn 
and believe in an abundance of hard work. 
They want Democratic organizations in every 
town and township, and the State will, they 
day, aim to secure well-known speakers 
in such numbers that the people and all sec- 
tions of the State willhave something to at- 
tract them to the meetings. 

; AN EXECUTIVE SESSION. 

The members of the two committees present 
went into executive session be- 
tween 11 and 12 o’ clock and 
spent over two hours discussing 
the approaching campaign. The Finance 
Committee, not having a quorum, did 
nothing on the matter of fixing 
the assessments of the candidates. 
The plan of campaign was mapped out, but no 
time was set for its formal open- 
ing. Chairman Maffite eaid 
wonld be done with reference 
to the time for opening the canvass until the 
next meeting of the General Committee, which 
takes place August 5. 

Immediately after the adjournment the 
committeemen and Judge Gantt and Prof, 
Wolfe visited the races as the guests of Chalr- 
man Maffitt. 


Lubke Would Accept. 


During the past few days Judge George W. 
Lubke has been mentioned in more than one 
quarter as a probable candidate for Congress 
in the Eighth District, and his name has met 


with much favorable comment. It 
is believed in political eircles 
in the Eighth District that he can secure a 
large portion ofthe German vote, which is 
such a powerful factor in the 
itics of that section. Judge Lubxe 
has been asked if he would 
accept the nomination, and replied that he 
would under ceitain conditions. It is under- 
stood that he is averse to entering any 
scramble for the nomination, fearing 
that dissatisfaction might be the result, 
no matter who would carry off the trophy, 
Like other Democrats he believes that the 
party must be united and entirely harmonious 
to succeed in the Eighth District this fall. 

The recommendation made br Mr. O’ Nell to 
the Congressional Committee that the district 
be organized by precincts has caused consid- 
erable discussion and the opposition in the 
committee to his candidacy sa 
this will entail a cost of at least $2,600, which 
would have to be borne by the aspirants 
for the nomination.

O'Neil say that this is a ° very 
extravagant estimate of the cost, and pro- 
duce ficures to show that it will not cost much 
more than $800. There are eleven wards in 
the district and they say the organization can 
be obtained for $75 apiece.

Death came late last night. The body is now 
atthe Morgue. Lawton wasa married man, 
55 years old.

CONFINEMENT RESTS HEAVILY ON THE 


CRONIN MURDERER- 


The Once Robust Detective Almost a Physt- 
cal Wreck—There Is Something on Gis 
Mindand His Keeper Says There Will 
Soon Bea “Funeral or a Confession’ — 
Another Sensation Probable. 


HICAGO, II., July 

19. — The Times 

this morning has this: 

„Dan Cougbiin is the 

only one of the Cronin 

murderers upon whom 

confinement seems to 

rest heavily,’’ said Dep- 

uty Warden Merrill of 

the Penitentiary at Jol- 

let, yesterday. He is 

fretting himselfto death. He is but a shadow 

of his former self, and if a new trial is not 

granted him before long there will be a fa- 
neral or a big sensation.’’ 
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This statement was made to a reporter for 


the Times, whom the Deputy Warden con- 
ducted through the prison. It was occasioned 
by the fallure of the reporter to recognise 
Coughlin, with whom he was well acquainted. 
Coughlin’s appearance was somewhat changed 
by his convict clotbes. The main change, 
however, was in his face. His cheeks were 
paleand sunken. The expression was care- 
worn and melancholy. One would be im- 
pressed instantiy with the thought that con- 
finement had practically undermined his 
health and left him little more than a physical 
wreck. He was industriously chiseling a 
large block of stone In one of the work-rooms 
bending over it intently and refusing to look 
up at the visitors. 
SOMETHING ON HIS MIND. 

It is all worry,“ continued the Deputy 
Warden. He seems to have something on 
his mind continually. He is industrious and 
willing and evidently tries.to be cheerful, but 
he does not bear confinement as most ofthe 
otber prisoners do. Of course, he bas more 
to worry overthan O’Sullivan or Burke. He 
has his wife and child who come to see him as 
often as the rules of the prison allow. It may 


‘be mere anxiety for their welfare that is grad- 


ually breaking bim down, but I am inclined 
to question that. At any rate there have been 


few prisoners here in whose appearance there 
has been such a change un 80 short a time.’’

Business in the Yards at a Standstill—Canuse 
of the Strike—The Yardmaster’s Dis- 
charge D+ manded — Freight-Handlers 
Out at Cincinaati— The Big Four 
Troubles Ended — Fight on a Lamber 
Scow—Labor News.

THE FARMERS’ CAUSE. 


If Farmer BTA had followed up bis 
logic in the Frye letter he could have 
come upon the doctrine so zealously ex- 
pounded by himafew months ago. At that 
time he assured the farmers that he pro- 
posed to protect them by preserving their 
home market. In the Frye letter, written 
avowedly in behalf of the farmers, he 
kicks over this doctrine and insists on 
flooding this country with the products of 
Cuba and South America. But if it is a 
good thing to permit the farmers to sell 
their wheat in Cuba why is it not a good 
thing to permit them to sell it in England? 
If it becomes us to use every oppor- 
‘‘tunity for the extension of our market 
‘ton both of the American Continepts,’’ 
why is it not likewise becoming in us to 
extend it to all other continents? Mr. 
BLAINE correctly states the true theory of 
commerce but he very illogically limits 
its application, 

To get reciprocity benefits from a com- 
merce with England no reciprocity nego- 
tiations will be necessary.’ England im- 
poses no duty upon our products. A new 
market will be opened up for our bread- 
stuffs when we open up our market to 
English products. The Sheffield cutlers 
ask of us precisely what Mr. BLAINE asks 
of the Spanish American—a free ex- 
change of products; jack-knives for 
wheat and cattle. If our farmers will not 
buy his jack-Rnives he cannot buy our 
farmers’ wheat. He will send to India, 
where he can sell his cutlery. Because of 
our unwillingness to buy abroad we have 
been deprived of the privilege of selling 
abroad, and the farmer has been confined 
to the now over-loaded home market.

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THE WAITERS’ STRIKE. 


THE HOTFLS SERIOUSLY INCONVERIENCED 


BY THEIR MEN QUITTING WORK: 


They Are Compelled to Run Temporarily on 
the European Plan—they Will Net Sign 
the Agreement—Bell Boys Employed as 
Waiters—The Restaurant Keepers Adopt 
a Scheme for Retaliation —Some Trouble 
During the Day, 


The hotels are no worse off for waiters to- 
day than they were yesterday and, by the 
same token, no better, It is still difficult to 
serve the guests with meals where is is at 
tempted, and some have given up all en- 
deavors to supply meals. The Southern and 
Lindell have posted large signs all around 
their offices, which read, European Plan 
Only, on Account of Waiters’ Strike. The 
clerks look smiling, and the managers seem to 
feel that it ia like taking a vacation to be rid 
ofthe bother of running and watcbing thelc 
huge kitchens, They are making no effort to 
secure waiters, and say that they will 
not move 4 finger to settle 
this strike, If the waiters get 
tired striking they can come back to work, 
Mr. Livingstone, who ig acting manager at 
the Southern, bas telegraphed Manager Lewis 
concerning the condition of affairs, Dut has 
received no reply. The restaurants are put to 
ereat inconvenience, the pubdlic is much an- 
noyed, and at the present time there are indl- 
cations that violence may be resorted to, for 
the conduct of the waiters does not indicate 
that they will be peaceable strikers. 

THE RESTAURANT KEEPEKS’ SCHEME. 

The waiters, however this strike may end, 
willbave the worst of it in the long run for 
they have forced the restraurant men to adopt 
asystem which will work much barm to those 
who arejnot first-class and well behaved work 
men. At ameeting of the Restaurant Keep- 
ers’ Association which was held yesterday 
afternoon it was decided to organize a bureau 
for the purpose of keeping track of their em- 
pl res and in order that ther might 
receive information concerning applicants 
for positions. Mr. Sprague, of the 
Delicatessen Co., said: 


We have employed Mr. L. F. d’Arcambal, 
who will be the salaried Secretary of our as- 
sociation, and who will have an office inthe 
Commercial building. Wedo not propose to 
biackiist anyone, or to establish a biackiist, 
but the plan wewill!l adopt is this: Whena 
manu ls employed he wil! be given a card 
must keep during ail his employ- 
ment in the restaurant. When he leaves, if 
he ie a good man, that eard will de count- 
ersigned by Mr. d' Areambal, the Secretary, 


and he must present it wuen he applies ata 


new place for a position. We do not pr pose 


to bar out any of the men who stiuck, because 
| we know that many of them are in sympathy 


withus and simple went out because they 
were unlon men and were called out by the 
union Any of them whosbal!l apply as indi- 
viduals will be given work if there 
are any Vacancies, but those who 
have been employed during the strike will 
not de discharged. If one of us who knows an 
applic«nt bas nothing for him to do he will 
try to find work for him somewhere else. 1 
sent three men who helped me outto Mr. 
O'Neill atthe Usion Depot yesterday an: he 
gave them work, and we vii treat the others 
the same way, but only when they apply as 
individuals. 

This system of furnishing cards is innocent 
enourh, bnt the waiters will find it a heavy 
burden which they will have to bear because 
oftheir strike. It does not establish a black 
list, but it dees establish a white-list. The 
restaurant-keepers who are in the aseciation 
willgive a man with acard a preference and 
it will not be many weeks Oefore all the wuait- 
ers will be included in the scheme and then it 
WII be practically impossible for them to get 
situations without a card. The card will be 
the letter of recommendation, without which 
a man cannot get work. The bureau started 
thie morning and Mr. d“ Arcambal opened bis 
office in the mee of the Delicatessen Co., in 
the Commercial Building. 

AT THE LACLEDE. 

The strike at the Lacieve Hotel, just before 
supper last night, was involuntary. Mr. Aus- 
tin, the manager, did not know that there was 
tobe aestrike. The waiters did not notify 
him. They simply left the house in the after- 
noon and did not come back. Qnaliy three of 
them were left. He thought it strange they 
should strike in sucha fa-hion, but the ques- 
tion he had to wrestie with then 
was not the strike, but the serving of 
supper. Thethree who were there worked 
and Mr. Austin pressed the beil boys Into ser- 
viee and after some delay the meal was 
served in a Very Satisfactory manner. Later 
in the aight four of the waiters returned and 
told a story which axplained the strange 
strike. They said that they 
had been summoned to attend 
a meeting or the union in the 
afternoon at the hall on Fourth and Valentine 
streets responded to the summons. When 
they assembled they were barangued by 481 
tators who urzed them to strike, but when 
they showed a disposition to leave the hall in 
time to reach the hotel before supper the 
doors were locked and they were hei 
by foree. After the hours fer supper had 
passed the doors were opened and these four, 
who wanted to return to work, went back to 
the hotel. 

AT HURST'S 

At Hurst's there ure tour men who are still 
at work and they remain in the house all the 
time. They say they are afraid to leave it 
because the strikers have insisted that they 
should quit work and threatened to do them 
violence if they refuse. They sleep in the 
house and do not leave it. A committee of 
the strikers visited Hursat’s yesterday after- 
noon with a written contract, an additiona! 
demand, which they asked to have signed. It 
stipulated that when a walter was to be 
discharged he should be given thirty days’ no- 
tice and he should not be discharged without 
such notice. Ihe demand was reiused. The 
hotel keepers, wi!) not sign such an agreement 
as this under any circumstances, for, as one 
of them said, It you give a lot of neuro 
waiters a thirty days’ notice that they are go- 
ing to be discharzed they would eat you out 
of house and bome, run over you, tear your 
house down and laugh at you.

Leo Moser, 
the proprictor, said this morning he had 
three more men than he needed and bad dis- 
charged three men yesterday because be 
thought they were agitators.

The Lest manner of doing the verification 
was discussed, and it was finally decided that 
it should be left to the Superintendent of 
Census at Washington. The following tele- 
gram was sent to Supt. Porter and Secretary 
Noble:

SIRUCK AN ICH. ERG. 


Clese Call of the Allen Line Steamer 
Hibernian. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-Disratca. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 19.—The Allen Line 
steamer Hibernian arrived bere yesterday 
from Glasgow after a trip of ten days, during 
which she hada narrow escape from being 
dashed to pieces on the side of a huge iceberg.

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THE THEATER OF OLD. * 


HOW THE PLAY HOUSES IN THE TIME OF 
SHAKSPEARE DIFFERED FROM OURS. 


A Description of The Swan, With a R.. 
production of the Only Illustraties of the 


Interior of Any of the Theaters of Shak- | 


speare’s.Time That Has Been Fend 
Queer Stage Arrangements. 


T THE time of Shaks- 
peare the dramatic con- 
struction and the 
theatrical form of 
every drama was in- 
solubly connected with 
the stage arrange- 
ments, such as the 
author had then in 
view. Shakespeare's 
dramas were con- 
ceived and written for 
astage of the simplest 

— kind, which is in direct 
contrast with our modern, highly decorated 
stage and its complicated mechanism. 

The first English theater was bullt in 1575 
and many others were erected during the fol- 
lowing decades, so that in 1633 London pos- 
persed no less than nineteen theaters, a cir- 
cumstance which denotes plainly that the 
people of that time clamored for theatrical 
performances as a means of pleasure and 
pastime. 

Asawhole these theaters resembled each 
Other in outward appearance. They were 
Dullt of wood and were the modest handiwork 
of carpenters. Nearly all of them had the 
open sky for a root, the sides enly belng pro- 
vided with a sort of canopy covered with 
straw or reeds barely broad enough to protect 
the galleries underneath againsttbe inclemen- 
cles of the weather. On one side asmalier, 
tower-like structure projected from the open 
space above the main structure. This con- 
fained the dressing-rooms, etc., and the 
green-room, where the actors congregated. 
Aside from these so-called ‘‘public thea- 
ters, which in thelr arrangement partook 
more of the character of summer theaters, 
there were also a number of covered buildings 


erected for that purpose. Black Friars, for 
Instance, in which dramas were produced 
during the winter by the poorest kind of 
candile-light or torch illumination. These 
were called ‘‘private theaters,’’ not because 
the admission was restricted, but because a 
greater entrance fee was charged in order to 
eater to an audience of a higher class. They 
were much smaller and more comfortably 
equipped than the publictheaters. The only 
fliustration of the Interior of a theater of that 
time, which is here reproduced, was dis- 
@eovered afew years ago. It gives a view of 
the stage anda part of the auditorium of a 
public theater, the Swan, In 1506. 

The auditorium of the old English theater 
Was oval ln shape. At the extreme end of the 
Same the house containing the dressing- 
rooms, etc., was situated. The other sides 
were lined with three rows of galleries, one 
above the other. A number of smal! columns 
divided them into separate boxes. The frst 
and second gullerles were furnished with 
seats, while the top gallery and the pit (par- 
terre) contained standing room oniy. The 
Stage was composed of a square podium, 
which rested upon heavy blocks of wood, 
raised a fewfeet from the ground. It was 
closed in by the auditorium on three sides. 
On the fourth itjoined the actors’ house, which 
was accessible to the stage by two doorways. 


2 »ve the house a covered front projected to 
n half of the dium and was supported 


two columas. his projecting front con- 
tained several private boxes (stare boxes), 
which sometimes served for scenic purposes 
and sometimes they were sold to distinguished 
personages. The colamnse divided the podium 
into two stages, the icre stage (proscenium), 
which projected farthes: into the auditorium 
and was under the apes sky. This was the 
Place upon which all performances usually 
took place. The part of the stage beyond the 
columns was entirely covered, and old 
descriptions of the theaters of that time we 
are led to believe that it was raised three or 
four feet above the main stage. Although this 
fie not shown inthe sketch, the two stages 
formed aunit, however. A few examples will 
jliustrate how the rear stage and the stace- 
boxes above were used in those days. In 
Romeo and Juliet, for instance, one of the 
boxes represented Jullet’s window, in which 
she appeared for the sweet conyerse with her 
jover. In ‘‘Julius Cosar' the fore-stage de- 
moted the street which led to the Roman 
apitol, and the raised rear-stace represented 
he capitol itself. In Hamlet“ the boxes or 
**‘loggias’’ represented first the baicony in 
Brabantio’s house and afterward the cidale 
of Cyprus. The rear-stace was Desdemona’s 
bedroom, over which the curtain was lowered 
do shut out the dreadful sight of her murder.

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THE GOVERNMENT OF CITIES. 


The Unsatisfactory Condition of Municipal 
Affairs. 


From the Youth's Comipanion. 

The cencus of 1880 revealed the fact that 
almost one-fourth of the population of tne 
United States is to be found in cities exceed- 
ing 8,000 inhabitants; and it would not be 
surprising if the census now being taken 
should show that more than one-quarter of 


the people live in cities and large towns. 

The very rapid growth of cities has devel- 
oped faults in the system of governing them; 
and it is also found that the difficulty in- 
creases with the increase of population. 
There are complaints of bad streets, defective 
sewers, inefficient police officers and, above 
all, of extravagance and jobbery. 

While the value of taxable property in- 
creases at a more rapid rate than the popula- 
tion, the rate of taxation and debt increases 
more than either. This is but partially ac- 
counted for by the fact that city governments 
constantly undertake to do more and more 
for the comfort and health of their citizens. 

The unsatisfactory state of city govern- 
ments has been the cause of much study and 
much discussion, which have sought both to 
discover the causes of the evils and point out 
ways in which they might be remedied. 

The ordinary form of city government has 
been found decidedly imperfect. Authority is 
much divided. The object of the framers of 
the common tpye ofcity government seems 
to have been to make it such that no officer 
could do it much harm; in practice it has been 
found that no officer can do much good. 
Furthermore, incouipetent or corrupt officials 
can throw off the responsibility for bad work 
on one another. 

Many recent oity charters are framed on the 
theory thatacity is more like a large corpo- 
ration than asmall State, and therefore, like 
alarge corporation, to be successful must 
have at its head a man with a large authority, 
the choice of his chief assistants, and full 
responsibility for results, good or bad. The 
charter of Brooklyn, which went into effect in 
1882, is of this description. The Mayor has 
large powersand the appointment, without 
the need of confirmation by the Common 
Council, of all the executive heads of depart- 

This system lies open tothe objection that 
though an able mayor can domuch good au 
inefficient or corrupt mayor’s power or evil 
is correspondingly great. In practice it has 
given satisfaction. It keeps Alive a strong 
public sentiment. Citizens realize that the 
character of the government depends on the 
mayor. They vote more intelligently and 
elect better men. 

Philadeiphia has reformed her charter on 
the same lines as Brooklyn. New York and 
Boston have also made changes in the same 
direction which have proved beneficial, but 
they have not gone so far. 

City politics is now often improved by run- 
ning non-partisan candidates of high charac- 
ter—‘‘citizens’ tickets, as they are generally 
called. arty lines, it is felt, shoulda 
not be sharply drawn in local elections. 
There is no recognized Republican or Demo- 
cratic method of cleaning streets. Citizens 
have the same interest in seeing an able man 
mayor of the city that they have in seeing an 
able man,whether Republican or Democrat,at 
the head of any corporation in which they are 
interested. 

The Germans havea form of city govern- 
ment which has worked well and is full of 
suggestion. Each ward of ‘a city elects a 
member of the City Council. This council 
chovuses outeide of its own body men who have 
made a profession of managing street, water, 
bealth or other city departments as executive 
officers. The original ward officers remain in 
the majority, however, and retaina control- 
ling influence. These ward officers also choose 
promivent citizens as advisory members of 
the council, and citizens choren are obliged 
under severe penalty to serve whether they 
wish to do so or not. By this method German 
cities have secured trained officials, an abie 
counciland eflicient government. 

Though the government of cities in the 
United States still leaves much to be desired, 
vet ot late years an improvement has cer- 
tainly been effected. With the new knowl- 
edge which comes of experience and watch- 
fulness on the part of citizens there is every 
reason to hope for continued improvement in 
the future. 


AGE OF MOCKING BIRDS. 


One That Has Been in Mr. Whittier’s Fam 
ily for Twenty-Five Years. 


In a bird store over on the West Side a few 
days ago l was much interested in the efforts 
made by the proprietor of the aviary to in 
duce a prospective customer to purchase a 
full-throated mocking bird, says a writer in 
the New York Herald. 

The dubious patron objected that he had 
heard that birds of that variety never lived 
more than five years, that they often died 
within a much shorter period and that he was 
unwilling to expend his money on a songster 
whose voice would be so soon hushed. 

It was in valn that the sh®pkeeper argued 
that the tale of amocking bird’s years was 
much longer than was generally supposed, 
and that the five-year limit was a mere su- 
perstitious fiction. The preconcelved notion 
was indestructible and the anticipated cus- 
tomer left the shop unconvinced. 

As l passed on I was reminded of an inel- 
dent related to me onthe occasion of a visit 
to the poot Whittier at his home at Oak Knoll 
a littie over a year ago. It wae the sage of 
Danvers’ 80th birthday, and while he was re- 
ceiving a group of literary dignitaries in his 
cosy parlor I was having a delightful chat with 
his charming little 18-vear-old nlece Phebe in 
the library. 

Phebe’s love for the domestic pets is only 
socond to thatof ber uncle, and it was with 
intense pride that she exhibited the great 
black cat, whom she christened Rip Van Win- 
kle in Joe Jefferson’s honor, and the mock- 
ing-bird whose songs in many keys are 
scarcely less tuneful than those of the gray- 
bearded Quaker. 

The cat and the bird are in perfect accord, 
and together with the magnificent Newfound- 
land, whois always at Mr. Whittier’s side, 
form, as Phebe says, ‘‘a perfectly happy fam- 
lly of three. How old is he?’’ Phebe 
repeated when Iasked about the bird’s age. 
Oh, he’s ever so many years ahead of me, 
with ablushand alaugh, and then she told 

e of a visit paid to Oak Knoll some time be- 

re bya rather pretentious Boston gentie- 
man, who had remarkedas he entered the 
library: Ah, [see you indulge in the luxury 
ofa mocking bird. Well, sir,mark my words, 
you’ll not keep bim long. ; 

To this sage observation Mr. Whittier re- 

lied dryly: *‘No, indeed, I fear not. He has 

een in the family for more than twenty-five 
pears,’’ 

Whether that bird fs still in the land of the 
living Is more than Jean tell, but she fact of 
the possibility of a mocking bird’s longevity 
is to my mind well established, if only on 
bright-eyed Phebe’s authority.

This is the opening week of Harvard’s sum- 
mer schools, and some two hundred young 
men and women, earnest and ambitious, are 
assembling at Cambridge to spend a part of 
their vacation weeks in study.

Of these the courses in 
feild engineering and in physical training 
began on Monday, the latter under tne di-

To-day the courses in 
botany begin; next Monday classes are 
formed for the ‘courses in chemistry, geology, 
French, German, and the clinical work of 
school; and the ceurses in 
physics are announced for July 9. The 
eourses will be completed by the middle of 
August, except the one in advanced geology 
which bezins August 14, and continues to 
September 12, the work being entirely in the 
fieid. 

These summer schools have grown consid- 
erably during the last few years, as is shown 
by the following table:

He should, also, bave such a knowledge of 
Greek and Latin as will mean power in and 
over those languages, and will enabie him to 
read them with ease and with satisfaction as 
be enters upon his college course. The man 
who knows the ancient languages ag he ought 
to know them, will never contend against 
their holding a place in the educationof all 
widely educated and roundly educated men. 

The boy who has the best chances ought in 
the years between l2 and 18 to be set forward 
on his course in history, and the beginning, 
at least, of the literature of his own language. 
} My feeling is that the boya who have the 
best chances should know something of music 
and should at least see tha openme of the 
door toward art studies. The opinion is now 
well established, I suppose, that all persons 
Can be instructed in vocal music with a meas- 
ure of success. I Delleve that the same thing 
can be accomplished in the line of instru- 
mental music 

That the mathematical studies should be 
pursued rr before the youth has 
reached the age of which we are speaking, I 
may add, is admitted by all. The men ot’ the 
former generations and the men of our day 
agree at this point.

Paris, Tex., July 19.—Itis seldom that a 
scene such as was enacted in the Penal Court- 
room yesterday occurs Judge Bryant over- 
ruled the motion for a new trial and arrest ef 
judgment in the Cross murder case, and said:

SHOT BY HER LOVER, 


Mamie Brown, an Inmate of a Disreputable 
Heuse, Fatally Wounded, 


There Is something ofa mystery connected 
with the shooting of the woman, Mamie 
Brown, in the Third District last night.

A DELEGATION TO VISIT THIS CITY TO PRO- 
MOTE ITS EXTENSION- 


Reasons Why the Western States of Mexico 
Are Particularly Desirous of Establish- 
ing Business Relations With the United 
States—The Class of Goods Bequired— 
Friendliness to Americans. 


ETWEEN the United 
States and Mexico, 
especially the west- 
ern coast of the 
latter country, the 
volume of trade is 
not nearly as large 
Sas it should be, 
said Munuel Otero, 
formerly Alcaide of 
Guaymas, and now 
a leading general 
merchant of that 
city, who arrived in 
St. Louls this morn- 
ing, and is at the 
Lindell. Tue 
United States pro- 
duces nearly every- 
thing that Mexicans 
desire to buy, and 
being so close at 
hand itis astonish- 


ing that the trade is not far larger than it 18. 
This is especially true of the west coast, 
where European goods cost far more than 
they do in the States adjacent to the Gulf of 
Mexico. 
TRADE WITH WESTERN MEXICO. 

ein that part of the Mexican Republic the 
cost of transportation is low, as there is water 
communication with the European ports, 
but we of the west coast have to get our goods 
by rail and wagon, exceptsuch as make the 
long and costly trip arourd Cape Horn. This 
immensely adds to the cost, and renders it 
exceedingly important for us to extend our 
trade facilities with the United States. We 
have direct railroad communication with this 
country, and goods can de hauled 
to Guaymas from St. Louls at & 
far lower freight rate than anything 
coming from Vera Cruz. It would be of great 
advantage to American manufacturers, and 
of still greater advantage to citizens of West- 
ern Mexico, if we could so arrange matters as 
to draw all our supplies from St. Louis, which 
is the large city nearest us. I have been 


traveling with a party of Mexican and South 
American merchants, now making a tour of 
this country, and will rejoin them in a day or 
two, after I have looked over the ground 
here. The entire party will visit St. Louis be- 
fore returning. Equally interested with 
us are the citizens of the west- 
ern coast of South America, Chilians, 
Peruvians, apd men from Ecuador. They 
have communication with Europe only by 
way of Cape Horn, and are most desirous of 
establishing business relations with the United 
States. 
LABOR-SAVING MACHINERY. 

**The trouble that we find is notin the price 
of American goods, but in the fact that they 
are not as a rule adapted to our uses. Amer- 
ican manufacturers of machinery seem to 
bave an ideathut there isa great demand in 
the Mexican Republic for labor-saving ma- 
chinery, probably based upon the fact that 
there is very littie of it to be found in the 
country. Ihe fact is that the necessity 
for saving labor in Mexico is not great. We 
have more labor than work, andthe rate of 
wages isso iow that mechanical appliances, 
especially those used in agriculture, which 
are regarded in this country as necessities, 
would cost more than they would save south 
of the boundary. I allude to this because 
the failure to recognize the differing con- 
ditions of thetwo countries has done more 
than anything elseto prevent the growth of 
trade. Quantities of reapers and binders, 
cultivators and other agricultural implements 
have been sent to Guaymas and have found 
no sale. the consequence being that they de- 
clare that there is no sale for goods in Mexico 
and discourage otuers from entering the fleld. 
What we want is simple implements, such as 
plows, spades, batchets, axes and such 
things. The Mexican cultivation is very con- 
servative and doesnot readily take up any 
new idea. In cotton and woolen goods the 
same spirit is observabie. The men want 
patterns of the kind that they bave been ac- 
customed to, and these the English supply, 
while the Americans insist on sending fabrics 
such as are used in this country, but whic 
are pot popular in Mexico. If any one shoul 
put out a line of Mexican goods he would find 
an excellent market for them. The mining 
machinery sent from the United States Is also 
often unsuitable, principally because the 
miners do not know how to use it and do not 
wish to learn. There is very littie advantage 
in saving 20 cents a day on iabor. 

AMERICANS POPULAR. 

‘*The citizens of the western coast have not 
the same hostility to Americans that charac- 
terizes those of the Rio Grande border, and 
are most desirous of establishing closer rela- 
tions, as they have a great deal of civic and 
State pride. An amusing instance of this oc- 
curred some years ago when an excursion of 
gentlemen interested in the West Coast Lail- 
road arrived at Guaymas. There was trouble 
in that city between the Alcalde and the mi- 
tary commander. Both sides bad armed and 
were preparing for a fight when 
the Americans arrived, All recog- 
nized the fact that to have a 
riotatthat time would probably be fatal to 
the prospects of securing a railroad, and 
therefore both parties agreed to suspend hos- 
tilities until the visitors had departed. They 
were met by deputies of both parties, shown 
about thecity, handsomely entertained and 
after they were gone Guaymas had its revo- 
lution. Ot all points in the United States St. 
Louis offers the best advantages for the Mex!- 
can trade, and when our party arrives here 
Ihave overy confidence that arrangements 
will be made which will cause u great influx 
of St. Louis goods into Western Mexico.“
